London, June 3.— The Times tliia 
morning in an article discussing Can- 
ndiitTi affairs says :— " Canada stands 
midway upon an imperial high road, the 
opportunity of which enables her to re- 
gard with relative indifference the fenco 
erected along her southern frontier. The 
longer that fence is maintained in its 
present position the more assured will 
be the connection between the Dominion 
and the mother country, the connection 
we have now had ample proof that both 
the Canadian parties are deBirous of 
maintaining." 

Referring to tho fact that Patterson, 
Tait & Co., the Newcastle shipbuilders, 
have secured the contract for the fast 
Canadian service instead of the Allat 
Line steamship company, the Timet 
a : " Perhaps in this connection pro- 
per consideration has tint been given to 
the servicesof Mr. J. E. Haddart, promo- 
ter of the Canadian-Australian Steam- 
ship Company. To his personal energy 
and labor it is largely due that diffieiil- 
ties apparently insuperable have been 
overcome, and the adoption of the scheme 
of his inception liaB been made prac- 
ticable. The public, which profits from 
these services, should gratefully recog- 
nized them and hint." 



CHINESE RAILWAYS. 

British Foreign Office Wnrned to Keep an 
Eye on France and Russia. 

London, Juno 3.— The Pekin cor- 
respondent of tho Times says: "The 
Chinese-Belgian railway contract was 
signed on May 30th. Under its terms 
the railway from Han Kau to Poa Ting 
Fu is to be completed by 1890. The con- 
tract appears to be unworkable because 
in view of tlie fact that complete control 
is vested in China, no confidence 
can he felt in the security to be 
oii'ered by the syndicate. Sheng Ta 
Jen undertook to raise £2,000,000, but 
lie will find this impossible unless he 
can float a new foreign loan from which 
to divert that amount. Xo Chinese 
capitalist will invest in the enterprise. 
Tho Kusso-Chinese bank has been ap- 
pointed banker to the railway company. 

The Times commenting editorially on 
the scheme of Sheng Ta Jen Bays : " We 
cannot doubt that France and" Russian 
are interesting themselves in the Belgian 
syndicate, and therefore it would be ex- 
tremely raHh. to assume that the Han 
Kau railway will not be begun even 
though it lucks attractiveness for capital- 
ists. In the light of this it behooves our 
Foreign OfUce to keep a watchful eve on 
the progress of the enterprise."

A SLAP IN THE FACE. 

It Made the Spanish Liberals Sulk Until the 
Cabinet Had to Resign. 

Madrid, June 2.— The Premier, Senor 
Canovas del Castillo, has tendered to the 
Queen Regent the resignation ot the 
cabinet owing to tho difficulty the min- 
isters experience in carrying on the gov- 
ernment in view of the parliamentary 
situation caused by the reftiBul of the 
Liberals to take part in the deliberations 
of the Cortes. This attitude of tho Lib- 
erals is due to the personal encounter be- 
tween the Duke of Tetuan, the Minister 
for Foreign Afi'airs, and Professor Go- 
mau, a Liberal Senator, on May 21, 
when the Duke slapped the face of the 
Senator after a heated debate on the 
Morgan belligerency resolution adopted 
by the United States Senate. The Queen 
Regent will hold a cabinet council to- 
morrow. 

London, June .'!. — The Madrid corre- 
spondent of the Times says : " The Queen 
Regent lias accepted the resignation of 
the cabinet of Senor Canovas del Cas- 
tillo. It has caused profound eensation. 
Before finally taking this step Her 
Majesty begged Senor Canovas to 
remain in office until to-morrow in 
order that she might have another 
opportunity to consider the matter in 
council, but this only meant that the 
resignation would be accepted. Senor 
Canovas tendered his resignation be- 
cause he could not again undertake to 
re-establish relations with the Liberal.". 
He preferred to leave the Crown full 
liberty to decide as to the best solution. 



ONE DAY'S SUICIDES. 

A Great Variety of Methods by Which New 
Yorkers Yesterday Closed Their 
Career. 

New Yoiuc, June 2.— Suicides have 
been unusually numerous to-day in this 
city and vicinity. Wolf Cohen, a small 
shoe dealer in Rivington street, who was 
married only a fortnight ago, got into 
financial Btraits and took carbolic acid 
with falal results. Tlie same drug was 
used in two instances in Brooklyn. Wm. 
II. Lloyd, aged 54, suicided, while Hen- 
ry Wickern, 19 years old, will survive 
his attempt at suicide. Edward H. Seal, 
aged 27, illsoof Brooklyn, killed himself 
with laudanum. 

In this city Mrs. Sarah Armour shot 
herself in the left breast, fatally because 
her daughter had fallen into disgrace. 
Emil Schmidt, a silk weaver, hanged 
himself in the cellar of his home. Lee 
Uuy, a Chinaman, is dying in the 
hospital from the effects of opium poison- 
ing taken with suicidal intent. 

Policeman Theo. Lapport, of Newark, 
N.J., because of domestic troubles, shot 
himself through the heart. 

At Sheepshead Bay race track, a 
hanger-on, known only as "Army Red," 
was found dead beside the road near the 
track, with a horse liniment bottle, from 
which he had drank, by li is side. 

Mrs. Orange D. Petty, a widow aged 
7-1, of Orient Point, L.I. , was found in 
her room to-day, an empty laudanum 
bottle suggesting that an overdose of the 
drug taken either to relievo pain or with 
suicidal intent had ended her life. 



THE METAL SCHEDULE 

Passing as Reported From Committee- 
American Cutlery Competing With 
Sheffield in England. 

Washington, June 2.— Tho senate 
made greater progress on the tariff bill 
(0-day than on any other day since the 
lebate opened, completing more than 
half of the important metal schedule. 
The Bpeaking was by the Democratic 
senators, the Republican senators tak- 
ing no part in the debate, except at rare 
intervals to answer questions which 
would expedite the advance of the bill. 
Moasvs. Jones (Arkansas) and Vest urged 
numerous amendments embodying in 
the main the Wilson rates, but these 
were rejected with only one exception. 
This exception relatetl to anvils, on which 
Mr. Vest secured a reductionof tho com- 
mittee rate from 2 to \% cents per 
pound. It was the first change made 
without tho assent of the committee, 
and it was due merely to the listless 
manner of many senators in voting. 

During the consideration of tho cut- 
lery paragraphs the first one, relating to 
pen knives, pocket knives, razors, scis- 
sors, etc., was contested, Mr. Vest oil'er- 
ing a substitute embodying the rates of 
the present law. A letter read by Mr. 
Vest stated that tho writers had shipped 
three hundred dozen knives to Sheffield, 
showing that American cutlery is in- 
vading the great English cutlery centre. 
Mr. Vest's substitute was defeated.

MANITOBA MATTERS. 

Indian Murderer on Trinl— Those Elusive 
English Millions-Mr. Greenway 
Home. 

Winnipeg, June 2. — (Special) — A 
Prince Albert dispatch says: John, 
father of "Almighty Voice," came up 
for trial at Duck Lake to-day charged 
with being accessory before the fact in 
the case of the shooting of Venne, the 
Mounted Police interpreter. He was re- 
manded. 

The wife of a well known C.T.R. con- 
ductor has received word that, with 
several other relatives, she is heir to an 
estate valued at fi ,000,000 in England. 

The further hearing of the pteliminary 
objections filed in the St. Boniface elec- 
tion case will be resumed to-morrow. 

Premier Greenway returned from the 
East to-day. 



Amelie Rives Afflicted. 

Philadelphia, June 2. — The Princess 
Troubetzkoy, formerly Amelie Rives 
Chandler, and known all over tlie world 
under her maiden name of Amelie Rives 
as the author of "The Quick or the 
Demi/' is a patient in a private sani- 
tarium here. She is completely broken 
down, and her father and her husband 
are not permitted to see her. Tlie col- 
lapse of the princess, while directly due 
to the menial strain incumbent on the 
completion of a new volume, is the cul- 
mination of a similar illness live years 
ago, caused by the bitter attacks made 
upon her for tho sentiments she ex- 
pressed in "Tlie Quick or the Dead." 

Fighting Red Tape Now. 

Helena, Mont., June 2. — The diffi- 
culty between the white settlers and the 
Cluyenneain tho southeastern part of 
this state promises now to simmer down 
down to a disputo between the state and 
federal authorities as to which is su- 
premo in the enforcement of tho law. It 
is thought all danger of bloodshed is 
paBt, there being six companies of regu- 
lars near Lame Deer and a large force of 
deputies and armed citizens near tlie 
edge of the reservation, ready to protect 
the interests of citizens if the Indians 
manifest a warlike spirit. Governor 
Smith insists in his correspondence 
with tho general government that the 
state has tlie power to arrest the depre- 
dators, and has decided not to order the 
militia out, upon the advico that the 
sheriff and his posse can do everything 
required when the government concedes 
them the right to go on the reservation 
to make the arrests. 



Ottawa, June 2.— (Special)— At a Lib- 
eral caucus to-day there was a very large 
attendance of members and Senators. 
Tho principal question discussed was 
the building of the Crow's Nest Pass 
railway. Mr. Blair presented the ar- 
rangement which the government had 
entered into with the C.P.R. for the 
construction of 330 miles of this road 
from Lethbridge to the mining region at 
Possland. The balance of the road 
through to Penticton will be given to an 
independent company. By this arrange- 
ment the C.P.R. Company will get a 
Dominion subsidy of $11,000 per mile. 
For this subsidy the Canadian Pacific 
have arranged to make very important 
concessions to the government. In the 
first place they give over the control of 
rates west of Fort William to the gov- 
ernment. The railway company also 
make a cut of 20 per cent, in a specified 
number of articles. In wheat, for in- 
stance, a cut of ljj cents per bushel is 
made for this year, and 1}£ cents more 
for next year, or 3 cents in all. 

As to the arrangement for building 
the road westerly from Rossland, it was 
not discussed at length, but the policy 
of the government evidently is to give a 
similar subsidy as far as Penticton. and 
in the course of time to continue it to 
the Pacific coast. 

While there were a number of Ontario 
and Western mem bet s in the first in- 
stance opposed to going on with the 
buildine of the road this year, thinking 
that nothing would be lost by another 
year's delay, still when they saw the 
large concessions made by the Canadian 
Pacific, the arrangement received their 
support, so that the legislation will be 
proceeded with this session and the 
work of construction of the road gone on 
with at once. 

The government also takes control of 
250,000 acres of the coal lands given as a 
land trrant to the B. C. Southern. This 
coal land will be divided into blocks, 
and the government will have the fiist 
choice and the railway company second 
choice for each blcck. 

It is understood that there will be a 
reduction of 20 per cent in the rates on 
coal oil, 10 percent on agricultural im- 
plements, 33,'y per cent on fruits, and 
a reasonable percentage upon binder 
twine, wire, boilers, nails, barbed wire, 
hags, belts, animals for breeding pur- 
poses, etc. All these reductions apply 
on through rates from the East. There 
will be no reductions on local rates. 



QUEBEC PROVINCE. 

Liberals at the Soup Pot— The Papal Able- 
gate Recalled— Watching the 
Baroness. 

Montreal, June 2.— (Special)— The 
new Liberal government of Quebec is 
following the example of the Ottawa 
government and the axe is to be wielded 
vigorously. The first victim is Mr. 
Chapman, an English-speaking employe 
of the Attorney-General's office. Chap- 
man is a writer of some note, and his 
sin, it seems, is that he wrote an article 
in the Avant Garde. It is Baid that the 
Liberals will make a clean Bweep in the 
civil service. 

It is stated that Mgr. Merry del Val 
has received word from the Vatican that 
His Excellency, as already leported, had 
been delegated to represent His Holiness 
the Pope at the Queen's Jubilee cele- 
bration in London, and that in conse- 
quence of this Mgr. Merry del Val will 
have to postpono his visit to Manitoba 
and return to Europe without delay. 

The " Baroness " Von Turkheim is 
being closely guarded by detectives as 
rumors have been circulated of an at- 
tempt to be made to kidnap her on her 
way to San Francisco, whither she is 
going to give evidence in the celebrated 
Fair will case. 

A large percentage of tho Canadian 
banking institutions began paying half- 
yearly "dividends yesterday. Upwards 
of $1,600,000 will thualbejpaid out to 
shareholders.

— In both Senate and 
Cointnona to-day attention waa drawn to 
the press comment on the unaoldierlike 
appearance of the Jubilee regiment. Sir 
Richard Cartwright said he had reports 
from the Adjutant-General that the regi- 
ment is efficient and creditable. 

Mr. Laurier told Mr. Mclnnea that 
the time for the disallowance, of tho 
British Columbia Southern rail way aid 
bill expires next month. 

Dr. Mclnnes strongly advocated in 
tho Senate to-day the establishment of 
a mint in Canada, but was eventually 
induced to withdraw hia motion. 

The Conservatives will banquet Sir 
Charles Tapper before prorogation. The 
senate to-night made it an indictable 
offence to import kinetosoope views of 
prize fights or newspapers to publish 
reports of such fights. 

The Combines clause of the tariff was 
under discussion in the Commons all 
day. The Opposition submitted an 
amendment to leave the whole matter 
ti the courts. 

The Premier leaves for England via 
Montreal and New York to-morrow. Sir 
Richard Cartwright will be acting pre- 
mier. 




TURKS KEEP POSSESSION. 

Tliey Intimate Their Intention or Adminis- 
tering Captured Custom Houses— The 
Armistice Extended. 

Constantinople, Juue 2. — Edheni 
Pasha has given all merchants fifteen 
days in which to withdraw their goods 
from the custom house at Volo. At the 
expiration of that time all goods re- 
maining in the custom house will be 
confiscated by the Turkish authorities. 

London, June 3. — The Turks have 
promised to sign the extension of an 
armistice at dawn to-day, and it ia ex- 
pected that peace negotiations will be- 
gin promptly at Constantinople. 

Cane a, Island of Crete, June 2.— 
Hadji Michilis, as chief of the Cretan in- 
surgents, lias issue 1 a proclamation call- 
ing upon the Cretans to elect a general 
assembly to resume their ordinary every 
day relations, and to respect the lives 
and property of the Mussulmans. 

THE MINING CONVENTION. 

United States Visitors Declare Their Appre 
ciation of Canada's Wealth in Gold. 

Rat Portage, June 2. — (Special) — The 
Western Ontario mining convention waa 
called to order this afternoon. There is 
a large gathering of prominent mining 
men from all parts of the continent. 
After an address of welcome by the 
Mayor and the President of the conven- 
tion speeches were given by leading men 
of Duluth, Colorado and Sun Francisco, 
in which Canada's gold fields were de- 
clared to be the most promising in the 
world. The reduction works have been 
thrown open'to visitors during oonven 
lion week. 



Mr. Angell Accepted. 

Nrcw York, June 2. — A special to the 
Tribune to Washington says: Tho Sul- 
tan of Turkey has withdrawn his objec- 
tion to the appointment of James IS. 
Angell as envoy extraordinary ami minis- 
ter plenpotentiary o( the United States 
at Constantinople. Official word to this 
effect was to-day received by Secretary 
Sherman. 

Durrani's Forlorn Hope. 
San Francisco, June 2, — Murderer 
Durrant'a first effort to gain a respite by 
appealing to the federal courts has failed. 
United States Circuit Judge Gilbert re- 
fused to-day to issue the writ of habeas 
corpus for which hia attorneys applied. 
Notice of intention to appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court has been 
filed, and to-morrow the application for 
leave to appeal will be made formally. 

Regulations lor Cuba. 

Havana, June 1.— A decree issued by 
Capt.-Gen. Weyler, dated Sancti Spirit- 
us, May 27, was published here to-day. 
lie announces the approaching com- 
mencement of military operations in the 
eastern part of the island of Cuba and 
ortlers the enforcement of tho provision 
of hill decree of January in the provinces 
of Puerto Principe and Santa Clara, the 
organization of cultivation zones, the 
closing of stores in fortified towns, and 
the concentration of country people and 
the destruction of all reservoirs which 
are undefended, and was done in the 
other provinces.

— Bishop Wakefield 
has written a " Diamond Jubilee hymn," 
entitled "O King of Kings," which will 
be included hereafter in the hymnal of 
the Church of England. The music is 
by Sir Arthur Sullivan. There are four 
verses to the hymn, one of which is:

Oh. happy realm, such mother's grace 

With loval love returning, 
Where English Hag Hies wide nnfurler 

All tyrant wrongs repelling, 
God made the world abetter world 

For man's brief earthly dwelling. 

An Ill-Closed Breech.

Cape Coast Castle, West Coast of 
Africa, June 2. — Lieut. Henderson and 
the other members of the expedition 
who were attacked early in April at Wa, 
where they wore making treaties with 
the chiefs of the Hinterland, have been 
released and are returning to Kumasi, 
bearing presents from Chief Samory to 
the Governor. Wa is considered to be 
within the sphere of British influence 
and preparations were be : ng made to 
send an expedition to Wawith instruc- 
tions to ascertain the fate of the Hen- 
derson expedition and punish Chief 
Samory if any treachery had betallen it.

Madrid, June 2. — Gen. Bernaral has 
just returned from Cuba and informed 
the Minister of War that the prolonging 
of the rebellion in Cuba is due only to 
the assistance the insurgents have re- 
ceiver! from the United States.

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The Friends of the Victorian Order 
of Homo Helpers Busily ' 
at Work. 



Local Collections to He Retained 
Till the Success of the Scheme 
Is Assured. 



Last evening's public meeting at the 
-city hull for the furtherance of the pro- 
ject to commemorate by the establish- 
ment of u Victorian Order of Home 
Helpers the completion of the longest 
reign in British history, produced oue 
especially interesting resolution — an im- 
portant one, too, in view of the fre- 
quently voiced opinion that the scheme 
is of such magnitude aa to be imprac- 
ticable at the present time. Rev. W. D. 
Barber was the father of the resolution 
referred to, which found a seconder iu 
j\lr. W. H. Bone and was unanimously 
adopted, reading as follows: 

"That the treasurer of the local com- 
mittee retain all moneys received as 
subscriptions until the parent scheme is 
reasonably assured of success, in which 
event they shall be duly forwarded to 
the committee appointed to administer 
the same; otherwise, in case ttie amount 
to be raised throughout Canada be in- 
suffieient for ttie carrying out oi a na- 
tional scheme, an alternative one be 
adopted by ttie local committee subject 
to ttie approval o( a general meeting of 
subscribers to be convened by advertise- 
ment — the money to be locally ur pro- 
vincially applied for the purpose ol suit- 
ably commemorating the Diamond Jubi- 
lee in memorial ot the lengthened reign 
of Iler Most Gracious Majesty." 

Mayor Kedfern preeideil at last even- 
ing's meeting, Sir Henry Urease occupy- 
ing a seat at his right hand, and ilie 
treasurer of the fund here, Mr. A. J. U. 
Galletly, also acting in a secretarial 
capacity in the absence of the just 
elected secretary, Mr. A. C. Flumerfelt. 

The first business of the evening was 
the presentation and adoption of the re- 
port from the working subcommittees, 
in which they announced that pamphlets 
had been given to the clergy of all de- 
nominations, to the societies, to the 
puolic schools, to t ie press, and to the 
members of the learned professions, as 
well as to "all others interested in the 
welfare of their fellow-creatures," with 
the request that they interest as many 
as possible in ihe furtherance of the 
benevolent project under consideration. 

Copies of the Ottawa pamphlet de- 
scribing the scheme in its entirety had 
been thoroughly distributed throughout 
Vancouver Island, and letters had been 
written to the clergy especially solicit- 
ing their aid and asking tbem to uauie a 
suitable lime for the taking up of collec- 
tions in their respective churches in aid 
of the fund. The co-operation of the 
secret societies dad been enlisted, 
and subscription cards placed in 
the batiks ami prominent business 
houses fur the convenience of intending 
subscribers. A mi inner of books re- 
ceived from the central committee had 
also been transferred to the local treas- 
urer; these will be properly certified 
and endorsed, to vouch lor the collectors 
in tvtioee bauds they may be placed and 
give e\Vry eotdMeuce to the public, and 
any lady or gentleman deoiruusof assist- 
ing the project by personal collection in 
its b half niity secure the necessary docu- 
ments 'in application to Mr. Gailetly. 

J.t its altogether probable that collec- 
tions in aid of the fund will bj taken up 
on Sunday, the liOth instant, in the 
majority oi the city and district churches 
— tit Andrew's and Christ church cath- 
edrals having set the example in this 
respect — while the public schools will 
also play their part in contributing. In 
the city schools, Friday of next week 
will beset apart for the taking of the 
children's contributions, while one week 
later will see similar collections made 
up in the rural districts.

DR. BOA/ ARRIVES. 

The Distinguished Scientist Here to In 
vestigate the History ot" the 
Native Races. 

A party of naturalists registered at the 
Oriental hotel yesterday morning and 
left by the Charmer this morning for' 
the Thompson river. The gentlemen 
were Jlr. Franz Boa/., L. Farrand and II. 
J. b'mith, representing the American 
Museum of Natural History and the 
British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. JJr. Boa/, is no stranger 
to these parts, having been here some 
five years airo and resided in theCowich- 
an district, spending his time studying 
the natives and their history, and during 
this period learning the Indian language. 
Since that time lie has made several 
tri pa to the Coast, spending sometime 
among the Indians on the West Coast. 

Ttie present object of the party is to 
continue the great undertaking of study- 
ing tho habits, and trying to elucidate 
the origin of the native tribes of this 
Province, Alaska ami the coast of Si- 
beria. It is the intention to follow out 
the practice adopted by Br. Boos on 
former occasions when on a similar 
quest, and reside among tin; Indians 
whose legends and history are at the 
time being studied. 

Hitherto Dr. Uoafi hag been alone in 
the work, and as evidence of how the 
undertaking has grown, it may be stated 
'that whereas three scientists will be em- 
ployed this year, next season will see as 
many distinct parties in the field on the 
Siberian coast alone. 

As will bo seen from the foregoing, 
the coast line, which is embraced in the 
operations of these parties, commenced 
at the mouth of the Columbia and fol- 
lows tLe land up to Behring sea and 
Along the desolate shoreH of uorttiern 
{Siberia.

CROW'S NEST PASS RAILWAY. 

The announcement of the government 
policy in regard to the construction of 
the Crow's Nest Pass railway will be re 
ceived with great satisfaction. The sub- 
sidy ot £11,000 a mile is not very large, 
and the concessions made by the Cana 
dian Pacific; in consideration thereof are 
valuable. For $3, 030,000 the construe 
tion ot 330 miles west from Lethbridsje 
will be assured. This will mean very 
much to British Columbia,, to Alberta 
and the country generally. The agree 
mentairect8 not only the freight rates 
on the C. P. R., but tho land grant to 
the B. C. Southern, for the 20,000 acres 
of coal lands are to be divided equally 
between the company and the Domin- 
ion government. The very gratifying 
statement is made that construction is 
to be begun at once. This is worth a 
very great deal to this province. With 
out the full details of tho asrreernent be 
fore us, it ia impossible to comment in 
telligently upon it, for the telegraphic 
synopsis received, at the time of writ 
ing this article, so far is plainly incom 
plete. The great point is that the im 
mediate construction of the line ha 
been assured. This of itself is so satis 
factory that wo are not disposed to be 
very critical over details. 

It is understood that the line will be 
extended through to Penticton, but no 
particulars are given on this point, fur 
ther than is contained in the statement 
that this portion will not be built by the 
C.P.R. We hope that the plan em 
braces the immediate construction of the 
road from Pontictou to Boundary Creek. 

The action of tho government, which 
we assume will be promptly ratiiied by 
parliament, means a stimulus to every 
line of business in Kootenay, which will 
m ike the year 1S97 the banner year in 
the history of that district. BusinesB in 
all parts of the "Province ought to feel 
the reviving influence of the beginning 
of this railway. 



ROUTES INTO YUKON. 

The Montreal Witness is the latest 
sinner against geography. Commenting 
upon the application of the Duke of 
Teok's Company for certain rights in 
the Yukon district, it says: 

The Yukon gold fields are upon a very 
sensitive boundary line, and the com- 
pany's businees would have, to be done 
through the territory of the United 
.States, with which it would be almost 
sure to quarrel. 

We are not quite sure what is meant 
by a " sensitive boundary line." Pos- 
sibly the Witness means unsettled, or 
one that is difficult to settle. We beg 
to remind it that the gold lields are no 
more upon any boundary, sensitive or 
otherwise, than Montreal is. Nor is it 
true that the company's business would 
necessarily have to be done through the 
United Slates. Until the boundary of 
Southeastern Alaska Bhall be defined, 
there will i)0 some question us to the 
ownership of the head of Lynn Canal, 
and hence of the starting point of this 
company's route into the Yukon Valley; 
but conceding that tho ultimate decision 
'shall he in favor of tho United States, 
we are not ingenious enough to conceive 
why a transportation company should 
be in any greater danger of quarrelling 
with the United States because it might 
have to cross a few miles of the territory 
of that country in Alaska, than there is 
of the Canadian Pacific quarrelling 
with the United States over its trans- 
portation across tho whole breadth of 
ttia State of Maine. 

But neither the Duke of Teck's com- 
pany, nor any other organization de- 
siring to trade in tho Yukon, will be 
compelled to cross United States terri- 
tory to get there. There are four routes 
into the district of tho Yukon. One is 
over tho Yukon river, the free naviga- 
tion of which iH Becured by treaty to 
British Bubjectfl. Another is over Lynn 
canal, by either tho Chilcoot or the 
White Pass. As has been said, the ocean 
terminus of this may be in United States 
territory. A third is by way of Taku 
inlet to Teslin lake. The ownership of 
the ocean terminus of this route is un- 
settled, with the probabilities in favor 
of a decision favorable to Canada. Tho 
fourth is from the Stickeen river to 
Toslin lake, which is an all Canadian 
route, for wo have a right to the freo 
navigation of the Stickeen for the dis- 
tance, less than thirty miles, which it 
runs through Alaska. If it ever proves 
desirable to have an all rail and all 
Canadian route into the Yukon, that 
also Is perfectly feasible. Tho Witness 



A somewhat startling statement comes 
from Washington to the effect that the 
agitation in the Senate for intervention 
in the affairs of Spain in Cuba is part of 
a plan formed by the free silver leaders 
to compel the recognition of that metal 
as a money standard. They believe, 
says the correspondent of the New York 
Herald, that if hostilities can bo pro- 
voked with Spain, the first and imme- 
diate effect will bo a rapid withdrawal 
of gold, which will force the administra- 
tion to throw itself upon the mercies of 
the silverites, who will grant no relief 
except on the sole condition that the 
free coinage of silver shall bo forthwith 
resumed at tho ratio of 16 to 1. It is 
further said that McKinley thoroughly 
appreciates tbia feature of the situation 
and is shaping his foreign policy so as to 
avoid 6iich a deadlock. 

Whether this report is accurate or not 
there is no doubt that tho moneyed 
classes in New York city are very hostile 
to the idea of a foreign war. Commer- 
cial and financial New York is about as 
cosmopolitan a community as any in the 
world. If anything it disregards to too 
great a degreo what may be called, for 
lack of a better terra, tho American view 
of things. Some one baa said that 
Kurope begins tho moment you leave 
JerEey City for Manhattan Island, and 
though this may be putting tho case 
rather too strongly, it is quite true that 
the business element in New York has 
very little sympathy with the extrava- 
gaut conceptions of patriotism which 
characterize a large portion of the Re- 
public. These New York interests exer- 
cise a tremendous intluenco. This was 
conspicuous during the Venezuelan dis- 
pute. They realize that a foreign war 
meanB such an unsettling of values that 
colossal fortunes would go to pieces like 
so many houses of cards. That the 
United States could doubtless defeat 
Spain really cuts no figure at all in the 
matter. It is not the end but the bo- 
ginning of a foreign war that they dread. 
Then fore, while It may not be strictly 
true that the Silver men are seeking to 
precipitate war, it is undoubtedly true 
that the great financial houses aro em- 
ploying the most potent endeavors to 
prevent such a catastrophe. 

The silver question was by no meanB 
disposed of by the defeat of Bryan at 
the presidential election. As far as can 
be gathered from the statements in the 
press, the agitation will be renewed 
next year with greater curnestness than 
ever. Tiie national house of represen- 
tatives will be elected in 189S, and the 
silver men will make a tremendous 
effort to carry a majority of tho seats. 
They are greatly encouraged by the fact 
that the election of McKinley has not 
been followed by the prosperity foretold 
during the campaign. If the result of 
the Dingley tariff is, as is expected, si 
contraction of the currency, the force ol 
the arguments of the silver advocates 
will lie greatly strengthened. The 
history of United States politics ia full 
of instances showing how the politieal 
pendulum swings with almost perfect 
regularity, and there are many pre- 
cedents which warrant the expectation 
of a strong anti-republican movement 
next year. Another importaut matter 
in connection with tho elections of next 
year is that a number of seats in the 
Senate will he filled by the state legis- 
latures to be then elected. Much de- 
pends upon the constitution of the 
Senate. The strength of parties in that 
body is now very clode. 

For these reasons, among others, we 
look for a treat struggle in the United 
States over the silver question during 
the next twelvemonth. It enters into 
every phase of the national life. Time 
does not render it any the less acute. It 
is full of danger, no matter how it is cliB 
posed of.

hoard. It will be conceded that this is 
rather a startling proposition, even in 
these days of X-rayaand other scientific 
wonders. Truly tho surprises, which 
science seems to have in store, are seem- 
ingly limitless, 





Tjie tariff resolutions give the govern- 
ment power to extend the operation of 
the reciprocal clause to any nation which 
may bo entitled to it under treaty with 
the United Kingdom. Objection has 
been made that this is a vory dangerouB 
and extensive authority to vest in the 
government; but we are not quite euro 
that it is so. Granting that the prefer 
ential idea is a good one, the power to 
apply it to such nations as come within 
its scope must be vested somewhere, and 
it would seem unreasonable to compe 
the govarnment to wait until parliament 
meets. Such authority would seem, as 
a matter of course, proper to be exor 
cised by the Governor-General in Coun 
oil. It is akin to tho treaty making 
power, which, under the British Consti- 
tution, is vested in tho Crown. In the 
United States, where the treaty making 
power is vested in tho President, subject 
to the approval of the Senate, the right 
to decide to what countries preferential 
clauses in the tariff may apply is vested 
in the Secretary of the Treasury. It is 
probably quite true, as Mr. Foster said, 
that there is no precedent for the new 
proposition either in Great Britain or 
Canada, but there is likewise no prece- 
dent for tho preferential clause in the 
present tariff in the history of any Brit- 
ish country. The novelty of the whole 
arrangement renders it very difficult to 
make any calculations upon how it will 
work out. Our dispatches yesterday 
stated that Germany and Belgium have 
claimed tho right to the lower schedule, 
and that the law ollicers of the British 
government have the legal point involved 
under their consideration.

Bum., of telephone fame, has diecov 
ered that the metal selenium changes its 
electrical condition according to Hie de- 
gree of light to which it is exposed, be- 
ing marvellously sensitive in this re- 
spect, provided it has first been heated 
to a certain degree and then allowed to 
cool under certain conditions. Of itself, 
this does not seem a very important 
matter, but theoretically it is full of in- 
conceivable possibilities. It makes pos- 
sible tho feat of telephoning by means of 
a sunbeam. This has been done, and it 
is therefore now theoretically possible 
to converse with tho inhabitants, if 
any there are, in tho remotest star. 
Practically, of course, a difiiculty would 
be encountered in tho way of attracting 
the attention of such individuals and of 
being able to make ourselves understood 
by them. It would also bo very essen- 
tial to the success of tho experiment 
that they should know tho property of 
selenium referred to. The matter of 
providing a sufficiently powerful ray of 
light would also present difficulties. 
But sotting these aside as hioro matters 
of detail, the theory is all right enough. 
The moduB operandi ia as follows: A 
strong beam of light is thrown upon a 
piece of thin silvered mica, which acts 
as a mirror and reflects the light to a 
piece of selenium, which is attached to 
the receiver of a telephone. Tho person 
speaking directs his voice against the 
mica, which vibrates, tho vibrations af- 
fectiug the intensity of tho reflected 
biamof light; the minute changea in 
the light are faithfully reproduced

Twenty-five cents is the 
price being paid for spring Balmon on 
the Skeena. Fishermen are scarce, and 
canneries are offering 10)4 cents a fish 
to meij having gear and 7 cents to those 
where the cannery supplies with boat, 
nets, etc., for Bockeyes. At Lowe Inlet 
Mr. J. Rood is preparing for a pack of 
14,000, while the preparation of the nine 
canneries on the Skeena is for about 
160,000, and on the Naas, where t\\ o 
canneries are in operation, for 20,000. 
On the return trip the Coquitlam had a 
brush with the steamer Chieftain, the 
racehorse of tho North," owned by 
Messrs. R. Cunningham it Son, the race 
continuing for -10 miles, and the Chief- 
tain had the honor, it is said, of coming 
in a very healthy second just us the Co- 
quitlam was pulling out from the wharf 
for home. 

A SMALL CATCH. 

Hard luck sealing stories have almost 
been the invariable reports of vessels en- 
gated in the hunting this spring. Some- 
what unexpectedly the schooner South 
Bend, Cupt.'C. F. Dillon, arrived home 
yesterday morning and no vessel that 
lias returned thus far this bears better 

idence of hard luck in the sealing line 
than her catch indicates, it being only 
21 skins. After breaking her ruddeHn 
the early part of the season the schooner 
was late in starting out for the southern 
sealing grounds, and partially owing to 
rough weather and partially owing to 
her mishap tho schooner's cruiEO has 
been an almost complete failure. 

IN A NEW SEItVICE. 

The Northern Pacific steamer City of 
Seattle has been put on the ways at Ta- 
coma for an overhauling and cleaning 
after having lain idle for many months. 
There is a report that she will go tn the 
Columbia river during the summer sea- 
son between Portland and Ilwaco, 
scooping up the big profits of the recre- 
ative season and returning to her old 
berth and idleness when tho business 
begins to slacken. 

TUIO BRAEHA.R SAILS. 

The Northern Pacific Steamship Com- 
pany's steamer Braemar left Yokohama 
on Monday for Victoria and Tacoma 
with a full cargo of miscellaneous freight 
and a few passengers, mostly steerage.

IKrom Out Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, May -2. — It must have been 
a matter of surprise to British Colum- 
biaua to learn that the hill for the incor- 
poration oi tin* British Yukon Chartered 
Company had passed the railway com- 
mittee of the House. In aome ■quarters 
it was thought that the application 
would not be countenanced, but those 
not on the ground here, and who aim- 
ply judged what might happen by 
the impressions which the bill made 
on their own minds, evidently 
were not cognizant of the energetic 
lobby which was being put up by the 
promoters of the bill. The success 
achieved shows that practically uny- 
ttring in rawon, and out of reason, may 
be secured from the Canadian parlia- 
ment if one only goes the right way 
about it. It is worthy of comment that 
the British Columbia members were 
well to the fore in their opposition to 
the extraordinary powers for which the 
company asked. Mr. Lister was 
a most Btrenuous opponent of 
the bill, as he feared that if 
sovereign powers were conferred 
in the Yukon country there might be a 
repetition of the trouble which had been 
created in. South Africa through the 
doings of the chartered company. lu 
order, to minimize Mr. Lister's objec- 
tions this feature of the application was 
withdrawn by the promoters. Mr. 
Morrison and Mr. Bostock were strenu- 
ous in insisting upon the powers of the 
company bein^ curtailed, and although 
Mr. Blair, as well as Sir Charles Tapper, 
supported the bill, the Minister 
of 'Railways had several objectional 
sentences eliminated. There was an 
exciting time for a few minutes 
when Sir Ctmrles Topper sat upon the 
talkative member for Alberta for con- 
suming so much of the time of the com- 
mittee. When quiet had been restored, 
Chairman Sutherland declared the 
clause carried, immediately the youth- 
ful member from Nanaimo sprang to his 
feet and in tones of great excitement ac- 
cused Mr. Sutherland of refusing to hear 
Mr. Bostock. " Jim " Sutherland rarely 
gets angry, and even under a 
charge of unfair dealing he 
ke,jt hie temper. He rebuked 
" hia young friend " for getting angry, 
and alleged that he had not seen Mr. 
Bostock ready to speak. After some 
further talk the matter quieted down, 
and Mr. Bostock was allowed to pro- 
ceed. The bill was changed in many 
respects, after which it was ordered to 
be reported. It will pass i ts third lead- 
ins: in the Commons, and then will go 
up to the Senate, hut as most of the ob- 
jectionable features have been elimi- 
nated, there is no doubt of the bill pass- 
ing. 

The question now arises as to what 
will be the outcome of granting this ex- 
tensive charter. Your readers may 
count upon it that with the name of the 
Duke of Teuk as one of the chief pro- 
moters and fifteen members of parlia- 
ment associated with him, coupled with 
the reports of extraordinary linds of 
gold in the Yukon country, there will 
likely be quite a rrfsh for shares and 
judging from the character of the men 
who are associated with the undertak- 
ing, it is not at all improbable that in 
the very near future a railway will he 
built to the head waters of the Vukon, 
thereby rendering the costof getting into 
that country much lees than what it is 
to-day. 

IN MEMORY OF PAST t'REMIERB, 

Sir Charles Tapper's kindly references 
to Alexander Mackenzie last evening 
created a very good feeling in the House. 
Mr. Mackenzie, Sir John Abbott and Sir 
John Thompson are three of our past 
prime ministers whose memory has not 
yet been honored by the erec- 
tion of statues on Parliament 
Hill, and it was but natural that 
the Liberals should suggest an appro- 
priation to provide meaiiH for erecting 
one to Mr. Mackenzie. As regards the 
other two ex-Premiers mentioned the 
votes will be passed in due course. Sir 
Richard Cartwright acknowledged in 
appropriate terms the generous refer- 
ences made by Sir Charier Tupper and 
then the item passed without further 
comment. 

THE J" AST STEAMERS-* 

Everybody is curious to sue the terms 
upon wuich the fast lino contract lias 
been awarded. On its face the govern- 
ment, by closing with Peterbon, Tait ex. 
Company for half a million dollars, has 
saved a quarter of a millioii per annum 
to the country, as it was proposed to 
give the Allans $.750,000 plus the Im- 
perial subsidy of $376,000. Until such 
time, however, as one lias had a chance 
of comparing the two baigains, it will 
not be possible to say how far the gov- 
ernment is entitled to the credit of the 
arrangement. 

PBEP'jEPKNTlA L CONTRACTING. 

Mr. Foster, on Thuisday afternoon 
delivered what must be regarded as the 
keenest griticism of Ministerial action 
which we have heard this Bession. It 
took him an hour or more to review the 
decision of the government in reference 
to the bank note contract. Allusion has 
already been made in these columns to 
this subject. The pith of Mr. 
Foster's charge is that the gov- 
ernment having asked for ten- 
ders . for this work, and having in- 
formed leading firms in England who 
asked if the specifications would be 
adhered to, that there would he no devi- 
ation from them, afterwards decided to 
consider a tender from the American 
Bank Note Company of New York 
which failed to comply with the speci- 
fications in one respect, namely, in the 
stipulation which they made that " the 
bank note and other papers, steel rolls, 
steel plates, dies and otlrer tools of the 
trade should bo made in Ottawa. 
Strictly speaking the Burland tender 
was the only legal one, and yet, for rea- 
aons which are not apparent, the Minie- 
ter of Finance decided to award the con- 
tract to the New York company. Mr. 
Fielding claima that as a reBult of the 
live years' contact hie government will 
save *153i000 by accepting the tender of 



the New? York concern, but it bo hap- 
pens that Mr. Burland rather than Bee 
the $500,000 of capital which he had 
sunk wiped away by a stroke of the 
pen offered to do the work at the Amer- 
ican prices, and as the dies, rolls 
plates, etc.. are Mr. Borland's property 
it follows, as a matter of course, that the 
Government would have been actually 
gaining by accepting Mr. Burland's oiler. 
Mr. Burland feels very sore over the way 
in which he has l)een treated and is not 
disposed to quietly sit down as a beaten 
tn'iu if he can help it. 

THE JC1ULEE REGIMENT. 

There was a very healthy feeling in 
the House when the appropriation for 
the Jubilee Regiment was under discus- 
sion. Indeed, Mr. Sutherland, .speaking 
for many members of the House, ex- 
pressed the opinion that in a matter of 
this kind the government Bhould not 
stint the men, and it waB not a little 
gratifying to learn that if the amount 
voted is not sufficient to make an ade- 
quate representation of Canada in Eng- 
land, the government will ask for a fur 
ther earn. 

FISHERY AFFAIRS. 

Professor Prince, Commissioner of 
Fisheries, leaves for Britfsh Columbia 
in a couple ofL weeks and will spend sev- 
eral weeks in the province investigating 
ishery matters. Ho is under instruc- 
tions from Mr. Daviea to take all the 
time he wants in order to inquire into 
certain moot point's. Mr. Daviea is dis- 
posed to act fairly by the canners and 
the fishermen, lie does not want to 
hamper the canning industry, and yet at 
the same time he would like to conserve 
the fisheries of the province. Professor 
Vince is admittedly a man of great 
ability, and doubtless as a result of this 
his second visit to British Columbia 
there will be changes that will meet the 
objections put forward by the canners in 
ard to restrictions in Boundary bay 
and other points where they come into 
contact with American competitors.

It Would Help to Maintain This as 
tho Fiuest Fir and Pine Pro 
ducing Country in the World. 



Outline of an Interesting; Scheme 
For Perpetuating: the Present 
Wealth of Timber. 



To the Editor: — I read with interest 
your extracts from a lecture delivered 
at Cooper's Hall, Eugiand, by Dr. 
Sehliek, Professor of -Forestry, and for- 
merly of the Indian Forest Department. 
As I myself once belonged to the Bame 
useful department I may be able to do 
something towards showing to what ex- 
tent such a department might be ap- 
plied to this country. If we started a 
forest department now, it would be upon 
a basis totally different to that of any 
other country; elsewhere preservation 
has commenced when the forests have 
been so far depleted that protection and 
re-foresting has become an absolute 
necessity. Here we have enormous for- 
ests still untouched ; we have simply to 
preserve and not to reconstruct nature ; 
and how great will be the heritage of 
our children if, in view of the immense 
destruction elsewhere, we can by» judici- 
ous management keep our forest area in 
full bearing, and how eaBily Uub ipay be 
done ! 

The great bulk of our forests is upon 
land which ia unfit for anything when 
cleared. Take away the forests, and even 
our wild grazing must disappear; bo that 
our great incentive to clearing is done 
iwaywith; but the unrestrained wood- 
man's axe and accidental fires are op- 
ponents which even our prolific forests 
cannot stand against forever. In other 
countries the forest department keepB 
these fires in check by cutting out and 
keeping clear broad belts running 
through the length and breadth of the 
foreBts, thus dividing the whole areainto 
ections of a fixed size, enabling men to. 
get about easily from point to point and 
prevent the fires from crossing the 
eared belts. A comparatively narrow 
road would stop a fire, but our decayed 
fir and pine trees are so inflammable 
that fire will run to their tops, the tree 
will fall clear across the road and start 
the fire on the other side if notwatehed ; 
but, nevertheless, cleared belts even of 
small width are of great assistance in 
educing the breadth of fire to be fought 
against. 

The great?st opposition to forest con- 
servancy would presumably be made by 
the lumbermen, but their interests 
would not be affected to such an extent 
as might at first sight appear. The 
forest wealth of British Columbia may 
be said to consist practically of the fir 
and pine tribe only, in contradistinction 
to what I may term leaf woods, and it is 
a noticeable peculiarity of fir and pine, 
that partial decay and injury from fire 
do not destroy their seeding" capacity, 
hence a forest department would not in- 
sist upon the preservation of a large pro- 
portion of sound, full-sized trees for the 
purpose of reproduction and necessary 
shade, the damaged and undersized trees 
which are in the first instance severely 
left alone by woodcutters would probably 
bo sufficient for all purposes of conserv- 
ancy. When the lumbermen have cut 
out and utilized the sound, full-sized 
treeB then is the time for the foreBt de- 
partment to step in and close the section 
until the undersized growth has had 
time to mature ; but this closure at the 
proper time must be insisted upon, be- 
cause the lumberman having cut out all 
the good trees, will be Btrongly tempted 
before ho sets up his mill elsewhere to 
make what use he can of undersized 
trees and portions of the damaged ones. 

The most difficult question to deal 
with is the disposal of the tree tops and 
refuse left when the milling operations 
are over. This is anexpeiiBhe item, but 
it should be done to allow of proper 
young growth and to diminish t be nek 
of fire; it cannot be accomplished by 
the lumberman without increasing the 
cost of his lumlier, and if this is done he 
cannot compete with our neighbors in 
the States. Fortunately, 'however, the 
.States seem to bo waking up to the need 
of forest preservation, now that they 
have but little left, and their lumber- 
men will before long have to submit to 
resrulations too. 

I cannot understand the advisability 
of allowing logs to be exported from any 
part of Canada to the United States. 
Why should not our' lumbermen be 
properly protected and allowed to saw 
up the logs themselves'.' If it pays as 
well to sell logs as to sav. them up, "then 
I think that an export duty should be 
put upon them sulliciently high to keep 
the sawing in our own hands, and by 
that means give employment to" a much 
larger number of bands. It is a very 
great pity that so much timber is used 
up in the shape of pulp for paper 
making. The man who can invent an 
equally cheap and less wasteful source 
for paper making would truly be a bene- 
factor to mankind.

in the hands of government and a few 
private proprietors, the government 
granting licenaes for felling under super- 
vision; in this country the latter pro- 
cedure would be the "best, and when 
timber lands now in the hands of 
private owners are worked out, thev, if 
unsuited for other purposes, should be 
repurchased at a very low figure by the 
government and closed until again 
serviceable, the purchase money to be 
regained by the granting of "grazing 
licenses and fire wood permits, while in 
say thirty or forty yeara time there 
would again be timber of sufficient size 
for mill purposes and licensing, forming 
a continual source of revenue. 

The extermination of forests in Brit- 
ish Columbia to any large extent would 
be productive of lamentable conse- 
quences. Our watersheds are very steep, 
aud when tho soil becomes hard baked 
by long exposure to the summer sun. 
the rain, unable to penetrate, would 
rush down into the rivers and cause 
floods to which our present inundations 
are by comparison trifling. These con- 
sequences may appear far off, but if any 
one will look into the yearly increase of 
our lumber output and the rapidity witli 
which foreign forests are disappearing, 
be must readily perceive that the de- 
mands to be made upon our timber sup- 
ply in the near future will be sufficiently 
great to cause serious uneasiness as to 
its permanence, unless we act as other 
countries have long ago found it neces- 
sary to do. 'By proper management we 
shall net decrease our output — we shall 
simply render it permanent, while as 
competition lessens through foreign in- 
ability to meet demands, we thill be 
able greatly to enhance our prices. The 
outlook for our very valuable cedar is by 
no means a pleasant one. We cannot 
blind ourselves to the fact that it is very 
rapidly getting scarce, and growing as it 
does on moist ground only, when once 
cleared off the soil on which it stands is 
generally fit for farming purposes, so 
that, do what we may, it must to a great 
extent disappear. 

It will bo observed that there the 
forests are burnt away in large areas, a 
dense growth of young fir will Bpring up, 
and from ;-,his it may be assumed that if 
the forests are cleaned off entirely wo 
shall still be able to resuscitate them. 
This, to a certain extent, might be pos- 
sible, but at considerable expense, re- 
sulting in very inferior timber. Young 
fir or pine grown in ttie open, thorough- 
ly exposed to sun and air, throws out 
numerous branches from the very bot- 
tom of the trunk,- never attaining any 
very great height, and pioducing very 
knotty lumber, while that which grows 
in the shade among tall full-grown trees 
spindles up to a great height in its effort 
to reach open air and light. All its 
efforts are spent in upward growth, and 
few Bide branches being thrown out, 
clear lumber of great length is the re- 
sult. In time tho weaker treea will die 
out, leaving sufficient room for the 
stronger ones to fill out and come to ■ 
maturity. 

A forest department would at certain 
periods thin out the weaker trees for 
fence rails and such purposes; but thin- 
ning out is not nearly so necessary with 
pine and lir as it is with leaf woods. I 
could easily go into lengthy details show- 
ing the entire working of a full fledged 
forest department, but I am only 
anxious to show at present that if we 
begin now there ia no necessity for an 
expensive department ot a heavy work- 
ing outlay. Our circumstances are pecu- 
liarly fortunate. We have the hitterex- 
perience of other countries as a warning ; 
we have the methods adopted by them 
as a pattern to go by ; we have not to re- 
conatruct, but simply to deal properly 
with nature as it is. We can cut every 
stick of good, full-sized timber that we 
have got, and by working the sections in 
rotation and giving tho worked out ones 
time to recuperate we can go on cutting 
to the end of tho world and have aB 
much on hand then as we have now. 
Spare the undersized trees, spare the old 
trees which by reason of decay or acci- 
dent are of little value for lumber, but 
dispense Ehade and seeds; keep down 
fires by cutting out section belts, and 
leave nature to maintain British Colum- 
bia as she made it, the finest fir and pine 
country in the world. 

Destroy 1 he forests and what is the 
sure result? Decreased rainfall to begin 
with, water sheds so dry and hard that 
their sunburnt surfaces, unable to re- 
tain moisture, allow whatever rain there 
may be to rush swiftly down into the 
river beds ami devastate the compara- 
tively scanty lowlands, and in place of 
the forests a country pre-eminent for its 
forbidding ruggedness and awful Bteril- 
ity, aud not a sound to replace the ring 
of the woodman's axe save perhaps the 
clink of the miner's hammer. 

What has happened in other countries 
where a reckless and persistent disre- 
eafd of Nature's efforts has prevailed? 
What has become of those delightful 
Asiatic woods and groves so lovingly 
mentioned by old Latin and Greek 
writers 7 They have perished and evi- 
dence ia not wanting to show that tho 
decline and fall of semi-barbarous na- 
tions has been coeval with the disap- 
pearance of their forests. Engraved 
plates ol stono and clay rescued from the 
ruins of Ninevah and Babylon go to , 
prove that in their day woods, and * 
streams alive with lish, were of common 
occurrence; but they have disappeared 
and with them the teeming population 
whose mighty works cause astonishment 
even at the present day. Their exist- 
ence ia well-night forgotten, their coun- 
try is a barren, treeleEB waste, tho abode 
of hunger and thirst, of misery and of 
death. Wild Lands.

M. K. Morrison, the l\ d ro ot half a 
dozen thrilling episojoa in us many 
months, and tho discoverer of a vein of 
ore that promises ere long to produco a 
mint of gold, is in town, after a half- 
year's prospecting in the wilds of tho 
Queen Oharlotte islands. He arrived 
from the North on the laBt down trip of 
tho Danube and broaght with him abou c 
S00 pounds of ore from the property ne 
has located — a sufEicient amount, - he 
considers, to amply recompense himsel'i 
and two aeaiatHnts for all tho hardships, 
adventures and weary days incidental to 
tho trip just unded. Tho body of min- 
eral just discovered is on the water's 1 
edge at Lasxie inlet, Moresby island, a 
beautiful arm of the sea, at tho sontheru 
extremity ot the Queen Charlotte grouy. 
The seam is seven feet wide, and Mr. 
Morrison has travelled it inland for a 
distance of 'ihree miles, finoing gold on 
the surfaos the entire distance. He 
turnjel'.ed'in on tl«3 vein. 20 feet and 
found froa-milling ore a jBayiog $40 to 
the ton in gold, while the "country " 
.producttreLurned on the average $88 to 
the ton, besides £1 to the ton in silver. 
In other words, tho oro can becpiarried, 
and the rough rock, jnat as it is blasted 
out, is worth $88 to tho ton. The 
seritU; thougli distnint some 280 feet 
from any other claim is 10 reality one of 
fourTamifications thus far discovered of 
the tame lead, the other seam being all 
vn ft ho possession, of V ictorians — Capt.' 
D. Morrison, Wilson brothers and P. 
Hickey. Ic the same locality the Hun- 
son's Bay miaud forty-four years age, 
and it is said removed $75,000 of the 
yellow metal. Working at the disarl- 
pantage then, 'no'vever, of being obliged 
to ship ^11 their ore to Swansea for 
smelting, the company was not inclined 
to proseoute operations further than waB 
convenient in the line of work, and when 
surface oro v koiahed the miners vanished 
also. Yet tl le little schooner Star, Capt. 
Fulton, which visited the place but a 
few weeks ago, brought back a lead of 
ore picked up by Diver Llewellyn 
in eeven fathoms of water that 
paid her handsomely for , the trip. 
Mr. 'Morri >on is negotiating for the pur- 
chafe of one of the newly patented 
Brown-Se ubrook crueherB recently made 
in the A'.bion Iron Works. With this 
machine he will select his ore and work 
until he acquires sufficient . uapital to 
more ful ly develop his claim. There i- 
a strong waterfall 011 tbo property, he 
says, an d quite an abundance of timber, 
so that in natural facilities the claim is 
■not lacking. While prospecting, Mr. 
Morrison had numerous narrow eEcapes, 
but probably the most exciting of these 
hove al.Teady been described. His ship- 
wreck in a sloop while crossing from 
Queen Charlotte islands to the mjvin- 
land; the spending of ClrriBtniaa in a 
canoe that was driven out to sea by a 
gale, and that carried not a drop 
of wa'ter for the three men in it, and his 
subsequent trials in an open boat while 
■icukiug the same voyage as 'the sloop for 
three days and two nights, without 
erther food or water, are experiences 
which have already been related in the 
•Colonist. His laBt adventure, though 
■not accompanied by as many hardships 
R3 were encountered on tin) former occa- 
sion, was nevertheless very dangerous, 
lit was in a canoe over the old eonrse 
from Skidegate to Port SimpBon. Two 
•men were in the fragile craft, and be- 
-eides blankets, cooking utensilB anil 
■other personal effects, 800 pounds of ore 
was aboard. The trip was made in bad 
■water, and several times the men feared 
they would have to dump their precious 
■metal overboard.

THE 'ISLAND RAILWAY LANDS. 

(From the Newe Ailvtrtiaor, Vancouver.) 

On behalf of the Eaquimalfc A Nanai- 
mo railway, Mr. James 'Dunsmuir has 
announced the terms on which the com- 
pany will.diapoae of ita ianda to miners 
and 'others. It will Bell 'tracts of fifty 
acres at tho price of five dollars per acre, 
of "which halt is to be paid in cash. This 
will include surface rights and all min- 
erals except coal and iron in cafes where 
these exist in largo bodies. 

These terms should be- satisfactory to 
all parties. They get rid of any question 
■of tho ownership of the base metals and 
of the royalty — insignificant in itself and 
itoo small to cut any figure in the opera- 
tion of a mine where ore existed in such 
quantities — even if of low grade — as to 
make it profitable to work it — which was 
■considered objectionable from a senti- 
■ mental rather than a practical point of 
view. Tho price now stated is the same 
as that fixed by the land laws for the 
surface rights of mineral claims located 
on crown, lands, although the terms of 
payment proposed by the railway com- 
pany are easier than thoee demanded for 
crown lands, which are required to be 
paid for in cash. 

We are clad that the railway com- 
pany has reached this decision, as by it 
a matter which has for years been a 
source of controversy and irritation is 
settled. If the lands contain deposits of 
gold and silver there is no obstacle in 
the way of the prospector and miner 
locating claims and working the ores for 
his own benefit without interference by 
anyone. The conditions appear to us to 
be fair and reasonable, and any further 
complaints about theee lands will find 
little sympathy from those who under- 
stand the whole question. The railway 
company acquired thoiands by a bargain 
between it and the government. The 
former has fulfilled its part of the con- 
tract by building the railway. That the 
line has not been of the benefit to tbo 
country or to the City of Victoria, which 
some of those who advocated the carry- 
ing out of the scheme supposed at that 
time it would be, ia nothing to the 
point. The result may bo rememhered 
as a guide for the future, but the Prov- 
ince has no pretence for any attempt to 
break the contract or to infringe upon 
the rights then conferred on tho railway 
company. Anyone who waa in Victoria 
at tho time that the agitation for the con- 
struction of the line was going on is well 
aware that there were many who then 
were quite willing to give even better 
terms th-in those finally agreed upon, 
rather than that the matter should fall 
through. We had similar experience 
only four years ago, when there were 
numbers of people who were quite will- 
ing that the Province should pledge ita 
credit to an enormous extent for the 
British Pacific railway, and we shall 
probably have other schemes coming up 
from time to time for which many will 
be found willing to vote aid, prepuater- 
onaly beyond any value which can pos- 
sibly be received in return and alto- 
gether beyond the financial capacity of 
the Province. And then many of these 
same people will turn around and pro- 
pose to break faith with those who en- 
tered into a contract and fulfilled their 
.pint of the bargain.

During the race there waa 
little excitement, but when the horses 
returned to weigh in, and Mr. Gubbina 
led his horse into the crowd, he waB 
luatily cheered. Wood, Galteemore's 
jockey, also came in for a hearty recep- 
tion. 

Galteemore is the first horse bred in 
Ireland and owned by an Irishman which 
has won the Derby, and the meritB of 
the colt can be better appreciated when 
it ia remembered that Oalteeniore won 
the Newmarket stakes of two thousand 
guineas this year. In that event as to- 
day Lord Rosebery'a Velasquez ran sec- 
ond to Galteemore. 

Bettint; before the start was four to 
one on Galteemore, ten to one against 
Velaeqnez and twenty-five to one 
against History. Galteemore bad been 
predicted a sure winner for some weeks 
previous to the race, although there 
were those who thought that the jockey 
Charlea Wood's nine years' absence 
from the turf, he not having a mount in 
that time, would count against him. 
But WoodB showed that he was just aB 
fit aa when he won on St. Blaine in 
18811. 

It was predicted that tho crowd which 
would be present at the Jubilee Derby, 
as the race for this year waa termed, 
would eclipse all records in point of 
numbers, but the expectations were not 
realized. The weather was not of a 
kind to attract lame crowds of people to 
the race course. The sky was dull and 
threatening, the atmosphere heavy and 
damp.
